With Miss Singer's Murder, 


Couple Arrested at Lima, Ohio---Con- 
way Says He Knows Nothing 
of the Tragedy. 


Lima, Ohio, October 31.—Neither 
Charles N. Conway nor his wife knew 
of the murder of (Miss Sophia G. Singes 
in Chicago Monday night until they 
read the papers at Rochester, Ind., the 
next day, according to a statement 
of Mrs. Conway here tonight. The 
Conways are under arrest and will be 
taken to Chicago in connection with 
the case. Mrs. Conway’s statement, 
which the police say differs from that 
made by Conway, from whom she was 
separated on their arrest, is as fol- 
lows: 

“About four weeks ago Sophia 
Singer wrote me from Baltimore that 
she was going to Chicago with Worth. 
en, to whom she said she was eén- 
gaged,” said Mrs. ‘Conway. “She asked 
Charlie and me to join them there, 
and said she would pay all our ex- 
penses. I went on before Charlie and 
joined Sophia and Worthen, and we 
renfed the suite of rooms on Indiana 
avenue. Worthen dabbled 
and corn at bucket shops. At times 
he seemed almost insane, while Sophia 
seemed in love with him, but at times 
much afraid of him. ; : 

She Says Queer Things Happened. 

“Queer things happened Monday 
evening. We all had eaten supper 
Worthen went out, saying he was go- 
ing to a poolroom. Sophia was seized 
with a strange idea. Grasping an ob- 
ject which she made by unscrewing 
a door knob ard tying a handkerchief 
around it, which we called a sling- 
shot, she wanted CharHe to go out 
with her to get a fellow, who, she 
said, had lots of money. She proposed 
that we entrap the fellow and that 
my husband knock him on the, head. 
We would not listen to the proposi- 
tion. Then we quarreled. p 

“Sophia sprang up from the table 
and went out. She said she wished to 
write a letter. A few moments later 
she returned. In one of her hands 
was a card. ‘It bore the name, if [ 
remember rightly, of ‘Claude Stillman, 
Congress hotel,’ She showed us the 
ecard and said, ‘I'm going to ditch 
Worthen and take Stillman. He has 
lots of money and Worthen is no good 
of late.’ 

“That night we left. intending to go 
‘south, and first learned of the murder 
at Rochester, Ind. Then we did not 
want to return to Chicago because we 
knew we would._be held as witnesses, 
but as Sophia was well and in good 
health when he we left, we never 
thought they would accuse us.” 

Waiting for Stillman. 

Mrs. Conway, the police say, toid 
them that’ when they left their room- 
ing: house Monday night, Miss Singer 
was putting on her shoes preparatory 
to meeting Claude Stillman, whom sh2 
had met that afternoon. 

“T admit that I’m the man the. police 
are looking for,” Conway said, “but I 
deny that I have any knowledge of 
the crime in connection with’ which 
they want me.” 

Conway and the woman were taken 
to jail to await the coming of officers 
from Chicago. 

“T did not know that such a crime as 
the Singer murder had been committed 
until I read about it in the papers,” 
the police report Conway said to them. 

They say Conway declared the body 
of Miss Singer must have been put in 
his room at the Indiana avenue apart- 
ments. in Chicago after he and his 
wife left the city Monday night. 

Mrs. Joseph Cramer, whom the police 
believe to be Conway’s mother, lives 
here. : 

Conway and his wife told the police 
that the last person: they saw as they 
left thetr boarding house in Chicago 
was Miss Singer, who gave Mrs. Con- 
health when we left, we neve: 

Inquiries by Conway concerning the 
whereabouts of his mother, Mrs. Joseph 
Cramer, gave local police the clew on 
which the arrests were made. No 
jewelry and only a small amount of 
money was found on them. 

Worthen Is Glad. . 

Chicago, October 31.—William R. 
Worthen, the murdered girl’s fiance, 
who is being held by the police, was 
told of the arrest. 

“Oh; I’m so glad,” he said. 

“Now if they will confess that will 
clear the whole matter up.” 

Worthen was told he probably could 
return to Baltimore today if he de- 
sired, but he declined, saying he pre- 
ferred to remain in Chicago and aid in 
prosecuting the Corways. 

Worthen, confronted with the story 
told by the Conway woman in Lima, 
said: 

“T know of no name of Claude Still- 
man. I do not know of any man who 
might have had an engagement with 
Miss Singer.” 

Claude L. Stillman was questioned 
today by detectives in conmection with 
the Singer murder, as a result of Mrs. 
Conway's statement at Lima, Qhio. 
Stillman, who is a traveling salesman, 
and married, voluntarily ‘ conferred 
with police, and admitted that he had 
known the murdered woman under an- 
other name than Singer. He insisted, 
however, that he had never visited the 
house where she was killed, and that 
he could account for his whereabouts 
on Monday. night.

Radical impetus to the new nat.onal health movement is given 
by the mandate with which Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh, 
whose department has jurisdiction over the publie health service, 
decrees the abolishment of the common drinking cup on all rail- 
roads and steamboats engaged in interstate traffic and at all rail- 
way ‘stations and steamship landings.

The public health service can now perform a duty to the nation 
that is almost equally imperative by stringent regulations that will 
insure sanitary coaches and sleepers. Tentative steps have been 
taken in this direction, but a vigorous and persistent policy must 
be inaugurated if the propaganda is to be lasting and. effective.

IN “ELEVATIN G A HUSBAND” 


Louis Mann and his splendid com- 
pany, presenting “Elevating a Hus- 
band,” were given an enthusiastic ré- 
ception at the Atlanta theater last 
night. For two acts the warmth of 
the reception has not been equaled in 
Atlanta since the beginning of the 
'present season. 

And deservedly so. The first and sec- 
ond acts of “Elevating a Husband” are 
as delightfully humoroug as one could 
imagine: The lines sparkle 
bright dialogue and ludicrous situa- 
tions are abundant. At the conclusion 
of the second act Mr. Mann and his 
company were repeatedly called be- 
fore the curtain, and a majority of 
those in the audience were ready to 
stamp the play with the seal of un- 
qualified approval. But—(what a mis- 
fortune that one should ever be called 
upon to use that qualifying word)— 
but the third and fourth acts do not 
measure up to expectations. The un- 
folding .of the central characters is 
by no means so convincing, and the 
curtain falls on what comes perilously 
near to being an anti-climax. The 
action drags and dwindles off into 
nothingness. 

However, there is enough of solid 
enjoyment in the first and second acts 
to compensate, in a large measure, for 
the deficiencies that follow. If the 
play were compressed into three acts 
it would prove vastly more pleasing. 
There is a good deal of lost motion in 
the fourth act. 

“In Elevating a Husband” Mr. Mann 
essayed a role wholly dissimilar to the 
character parts for which he is best 
known. In the active, uncouth, self- 
made young business man, with his 
chain of “nickel stores,’ who reads 
nothing but the sporting pages, there 
is nothing of the dialect comedian of 
other days. Charley Sample is a very 
real person. He is true to type and 
easily recognizable. His honesty, his 
loyalty’ to Lis friends, his love for his 
mother are admirably portrayed. In 
contrast to the mouthing collection of 
superficial creatures with,their thin 
veneer of half-baked philosophy, who 
are cultivated by his wife; he stands 
out a real blood and bone man—he 
assaysone hundred fine every inch of 
him. 

The play in spots is a satire on 
many of the prevailing fads of -so- 
called cultured women of the present 
day who are not capable of discerning 
the difference between the specious 
and the real, worth-while things of 
iife. Charley Sample’s young and s»9- 
cially ambitious wife tries to “elevate” 
him through contact with a mob of 
long-haired musicians and mealy- 
mouthed maunderers who harg on the 
fringes of society. She doesn't suc- 
ceed. But she does succeed in discov- 
ering that her husband, with all his 
crudities, is a far finer human being 
than her flattering friends. ;

Under this act the duties 
of insurance commissioner devolved 
upon the comptroller general and ne 
was to be paid from license fees col- 
»**Jeeted from the insurance companies. 
Judge Clifford Anderson, of Macon, 
then attorney general, held that 
was perfectly legal for the legislature 
to create an office and provide that 
its. duties should devolve upon an- 
ether official whose salary was fixed 
under the constitution, and that the 
legislature might provide for addi- 
tional payment fer-such added duties 
in the new office.

“The act passed by the last legisla- 
ture was the result of this commit- 
tee’s work.

Betting Odds in Wall Street. 


At the big rally in the Bronx, Goyv- 
erner Wilson ‘took occasion to reply 
to the talk of his opponents that the 
prosperity of the country would be 
affected by his election. He 
to the betting odds in Wall street, so 
largely in favor of democratic suc- 
cess. This was what he called his 
“answer in a nutshell,” showing, ne 
declared, that there is not the slight- 
est prospect of any check in the coun- 
try’s prosperity. The only way the 
prosperity of the country could be in- 
jured, he said, was by the deliberate 
efforts of Wall street. 

“The gentlemen in Wall street dont 
bet 5 to 1 on their own destruction 
and they don’t go to their business 
smiling and complacent when they ex- 
pect a deluge next week,” was his way 
of putting it. 

When Governor Wilson reached Nib- 
lo’s hall, in the Bronx, where he made 
his first speech of the evening, a big 
crowd had gathered.

“What I am fighting for personally,” 
he said, “is that the average man be 
not kept down and denied opportunity’: 
What I object to in the prosperity of 
the country is that too smahHl number 
of persons originate and manage the 
prosperity and that the rest of us 
merely get what is left over after 
they are satisfied. If the government 
of the United States is not suited to 
the fortune and hopes of the average 
man, then it ought not to be maintain- 
ed to the benefit of the minority. 

“But suppose, for example, that I 
should be .elected president of the 
United States; it is a reasonable hy- 
pothesis—” 

A great shout interrupted the gov- 
ernor and the demonstration of cheers 
lasted several minutes. 

“What I wanted you to do was to 
wait for the rest of the sentence,” 
continued the nominee, with a laugh.
